The imaginary 
benefits of such a market are extolled 
while the injuries that would -result 
from it are utterly ignored. Chief 
among the faults. that may be found 
with the proposed scheme is the 
greater length of time which would 
be consumed in conveying the grains 
from the point of shipment to the lake 
front. 

Every farmer knows the value of 
the rapid transit of grain from the 
farm to the market. The: present 
cry from one end of the country to 
the other is that the railways are too 
slow i. moving the crop. There are 
too few cars and insufficient motive 
power. And yet the establishment 
of a sample market would “further 
lengthcn the time of transit and les- 
sen the abilities of the railways to 

/Apandle the crop. 


Next fall, one of the railways will 
be hauling into Winnipeg at least 500 
carloads of grain every day. Should 
@ sample market, be established the 
grain would be sold by separate car- 
loads cn sample, and ordered out on 
time. | The whole railway yard can- 
not be switched to pick out a partic- 
ular car as each order is received, so 
that there will have to be a rule to 
start switching cars every night after 
five o’clock. . This means, therefore, 
that a car of grain reaching ‘Winnipeg 
efter eleven o'clock on ‘ Saturday 
morning would not start to be switch-

‘Should the season follow the lines of 
last year for July and August this will 
méan serious damage from frost. to 
darge areas of the late sown grain.” 
We'do not wish to be pessimistic, for 
with the right kind of weather from 
this:out the spring wheat crops will 
make seasonable. progress, as the 
wheat plant in the North-west has 
remarkable recuperative’ powers, but 
it is well to bear in mind the above 
facts when considering crop  condi- 
tions.

NEW YORK’S FIRST CHURCH. 


And the Earliest Religious Services on 
Manhattan island. 

The first religious service on Man- 
hattan Island was held tp 1628 ‘Ibis | 
resulted in the organization of a 
chareh, the services of which were 
held in the apper-story of a mill which 
ground the grain of the colonists. ‘I'he 
first minister was Jonas Michaelius 
and the first elder Peter Minuit, direc 
tor general of New Netheriand. ~ 

The first church building on Manhat 
tan Island was situated on Pear! street, 
between Whitehall and Broad streets, 
facing the Hast river. ‘This structure 
was a poor, pidin ullding of wood 
and constructed ip 1633 by the West 
India company. Its congregation was 
presided ‘over by Dominie Bogardus, 
the second clergyman of New Amster 
dam, and was regarded as a more i 
ting place than the loft of the mill for 
public worship. : 

William Kieth, director genera! of the 
West india company, caused to be 
erected a church outside of Fort Am- 
sterdam, which contained three long, 
narrow’ windows ‘on each side. fitted 
with sinall pa of glass set. in lead, 
‘oh which ‘were burned the coats of 
arths of the chief parishioners. This 

building was erected in-the nieadow of 
| Mrs. Dominie Drisius and fronted on a 

jane, now called Exchange piace. ip 
those days, however, it was known as 

“Garden alley.” A large bow! of solid 
silver for bastismal services was made
